SUICIDED THROUGH FEAR though there may and probably wil! 


On Friday of last week James Mac- 
donald, the 13-year-old son of J. K. 


i the 


Macdonald, of Nanton, Aiia., com- 
mitted suicide. The only reason that 
could be found was that he was 


going to be sent to jail for stealing 
chickens. He and two other sniall 
beys stole <pteken from a woman 
and sold it to a Chinaman. The 
Chinaman had the chicken picketed 
outside his place, and the weman 
from whom it was taken in passing 
noticed her chicken. She accused the 
Chinaman of stealing it, but he said 
he got it from some boys. The mount- 
ed policeman stationed there found 
the boy and accused him of stealing. 
Young Macdonald said he got the 
chicken from a lady in the country. 
The policeman told him he would be 
given a week in which to find the 
lady. The boy no doubt was very 
much afraid that he would be sent 
to jail, and at roon on Friday he went 
to the druggist and purchased an 
ounce and a half of carbolic acid. He 
must have taken it almost im- 
mediately, for it was not long after 
he had made the purehase that his 
brother saw him sitting on a _ box 
near the house 2nd in reply to a ques- 
tion he said he was sick. He then 
fell over unconscious. . Medical aid 
was at once summoned, but proved 
unavailing, and in about au hour the 
poor boy was dead. A large number 
attended the funeral on Saturday and 
the sympathy of the entire commun- 
ity is extended to the parents in the 
sad bereavement. 


PROFESSOR JOHN MA- 
COUN’S EVIDENCE 


Prof. John Macoun, field natural- 
ist of Canada, was called before the 
standing committee on Agriculture 
and Colonization in Ottawa a few 
days since to give evidence in regard 
to the Peace river country, the dis- 


trict unfavorably reported upon by 
his son. 
e Professor Macoun adhered to his 


former reports that the Peace river 
country had a great future as a grain 
producing country. He accounted for 
the apparent discrepancy between the 
statements of his son and himself on 
the ground that his son spoke princi- 
pally of a small section of land on a 
high plateau called “Grand Prairie.” 
The conditions found existing there 
were an _ altitude of 2,000 to 2,500 
feet above sea level, a height at which 
there w1s great risk of frost destroy- 
ing the wheat. Professor John Ma- 
coun was emphatic in his statement 
that there were vast areas in higher 


latitudes having altitudes as low as 
two hundred feet above sea level, 
where all kinds of grain, including 


wheat can be grown successfully. As 
to the fertility of the soil extending 
all over the Peace river country there 
was no question, In the vailey of 
the Upper Peace river, wheat was 
grown successfully, hut iv the valley 
of the district visited ty his son, it 
was narrow and the area small.
